Japan's protest against alleged dis­ 
crimination toward Japanese children 
in San Francisco schools warns this 
cou ntry that it is one thing to trea I 
on Chinese corns and another thing to 
tram ple Japanese toes. Nobody knows 
how many Japanese laborers are now 
at work in America, says the Leaven­ 
worth Times, bu t there is reason i > 
believe the nu mber is not less than 
the nu mber of Chinamen employed in 
the great railroad bu ilding movement 
of a generation ago. The section men 
of some Nebraska lines of road are ex­ 
clu sively Japanese. 
Some of the rail­ 
road bu ilding in the state is being per­ 
formed altogether by Japanese labor­ 
's. The nu mber of Japanese at work 
in California is already su fficient to 
provoke a demand for Japanese exclu ­ 
sion su ch as was directed su cessfu lly 
against the Chinese beginning in the 
late seventies and cu lminating in the 
early nineties. Japanese are fou nd to 
be by no means the docile servants or 
the u ncomplaining laborers that the 
Chinese have been. When the inevita­ 
ble shrink in demand for labor comes, 
and Cau casian laborers find the places 
they desire 
filled with Japanese a 
wide-spread anti-Japanese movement 
will be tb© most natu ral thing in the 
world. The situ ation in that case will 
not consist of a heavy political pres­ 
su re on a home government that mu st 
reckon with only a half helpless nati<*n 
of Chinamen. It will be the same 
pressu re on the government from the 
one side, and resistance on the other, 
from an oriental nation that “feels its 


oats.”
